The amendment filed 4/26/2004 overcomes the rejection mailed 1/21/2004. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

As to Claim 1 , the. prior artof record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an optical unit for measuring an optical signal-to-noise ration 
by measuring the optical intensity corresponding to each wavelength and an amplified 
spontaneous emission (ASE) noise strength at the point between optical signals, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 6, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious measuring an optical signal-to-noise ration by measuring the 
optical intensity corresponding to each wavelength and an amplified spontaneous 
emission (ASE) noise strength at the point between optical signals, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the claim.
